Doc or Francis Lister Hawks, ouo of the most
piomiueiit divines of the i'rotesitaiii Kpiscopai
Church in this country, diud at his residence in tins
city this (Thursday ) morning Ho had ooun uowell
lor three or l. ur weeks, auu conlincd to h a rooiu lor
about a fortnight

JDr. Hawks was born in Kcwbern, Aorth Cnrol-na- ,

on the 10th of Ju..o, 1708, so that ho wes wol. on m
his Btxtv-nim- n year at tho date ot his death. Uis
career was a vaiinu one. Graduu ing at the Uni-
versity ol North Carolina in 1815 he stuuird law,
was admitted lo tho tar at the ugo ot iweutv-oud- ,
ana practised lor several yea's. At ihbageol twouiy-thre- o

he was elected to the JSorih Caroliui Legisla-
ture. Ueemina it his duty to ciiange his protossion
lor thai oi the ministry, ho studied theology, and
was ordainea in 1827. He olhciuted as a clergyman
lor a lew years in Ac v Haven aud X'luadelphia, and
In 1831 bccaiuo tector ol St. Mp 'leu's Church iu
this City, which position ho held less Hun a year,
when be was culled to St Thomas' Church, whero
he remained rector unil 1813

In 1837, with the assi-tanc- o ot Dr. Henry, he
founded the tew York lteview to which he was
tor some lime the princ pal contributor. About tho
same time ho established a school at Flushing, i,onr
island, lor tho sons ot the clergy, but this was
closed in a lew years on accouuv ol financial diff-
iculties, leaving 1)t. Hawks deeply in debt. Iu ISi'i
he was elected bishop ot tno diocese ot .Mississippi.
The idebtedness incurred by Ins school was ur?ed
against bim, but he was triumphantly exonerated,
mud then declined the position.

At toe closo oi 1844 he removed to New Orleans,
aud was rector of Christ Church iu that city tor
live years. His New 1 ork !nends thou offered to
clear oil" Ins indebtodnes". and asked hun to re urn ;

a request which ho accepted, aud bseaine rector of
the Chuich of the Mei.iator, wliic.i was soou
merged into Calvary Church. In Wj4 he was
elected llisnop ol Knode Island, but declined tho
appointment 'the subsequent career of Ur, Ha vks
is wed known.

U th as a divine and as a literary man ho occu-
pied a high position.
